Jerusalem, Apr. 22. 

Five British service- 
men and a civilian were 
killed when a troop train 
was blown up in south- 
crn Palestine today. 

Twenty-three servicemen were 
injured, two of them seriously. 
Some troops were still trapped 
in the wreckage, an official 
statement said. In addition, 
seven civilinns were acriously 
Injured and 11 slightly injured. 

The train, which was carry- 
ing troops and supplies, was en 
route from Egypt to Palestine 
when blown up south-east of 
Telaviv. 

Electrically-operated mines 
were used and wrecked several 
couches. ‘The wire from the 
mines led to an orange grove 
owned by a Rehovat resident. 

The first three coaches were 

destroyed and.a,sleeper an 
diner badly -damaged, while the 
Inst coaches escaped — lightly.

“In the position itself, we 
found a heap of mangled and 
decaying corpses which hnd ob- 
viously been bayoneted.

“Returning three or four 
daya later with snother party 
I found that the bodica lying 
on the gun-road and those in 
the position itself had all been 
removed — presumably buried. 
During the second visit I saw 
at leant two bodies. The handa 
of both men had beer tled be.

obviously been bayonetted.”

Von Papen’s 
“Death” - Rumour

The condition of Franz von 
Papen, the former Naz! diplo- 
mat who was acquitted at. the 
_Nuremberg war -erlmes tri- 
bunal, was today “satisfactory 
enough” “to permit. hia trans- 
fer by: train tonight when the 
amall internee hospital moves 
to Garmisch Partenkirchen, 160 
miles to the south, Von Papen’s 
doctor at the Nuremberg hos- 
pital stated. : . 

Von Papen,.who suffered a 
heart attack last weok, waa 
sentenced tg ight years in a 
labour camp .in Fobruary and 
was brought to Nuremberg to 
give evidence at the trial of 
Dr, Hjalmar Schacht. 

An erroncous rumour of Von 
Papen's death was circulated in 
Germany ‘last week when the 
British News Service in Ger- 
many (Deutsche Presso Dienst) 
quoted a radio station, (which 
it did not. fdentify) in : New 
York for the report that he 
had succumbed ‘to a stroke on 
Wednesday.—Reuter.
